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Third  best  year  on  record: 


Total  1985  support  nears  $3  million 


Mark  1985  as  another  generous 
PC  year,  when  almost  $3 
million  came  to  the  campus 
in  total  support  from  all  sources. 

Only  twice  before  have  the  combined 
gifts  of  alumni  and  friends  exceeded 
this  amount.  The  exact  figure  last  year 
reached  $2,959,797  and  represented  the 
fifth  time  in  the  last  six  years  that  sup- 
port has  exceeded  $2.5  million. 

Capital  gifts  in  the  form  of  cash,  prop- 
erties and  pooled  income  agreements 
all  combined  to  produce  $2,033,301. 
Contributions  made  on  a  regular  yearly 


basis  primarily  for  current  operations 
added  $926,496. 

These  funds  resulted  from  PC's  own 
fund-raising  efforts  as  well  as  from  cor- 
porate gifts  through  the  S.  C.  Founda- 
tion of  Independent  Colleges  and  church 
support  via  the  Synod  of  the  Southeast. 
The  Foundation  reported  $57,742  for 
current  operations  and  $31,384  for 
capital  needs  of  plant  and  endowment. 
In  the  Synod  response,  Presbyterian 
churches  of  Georgia  and  South  Caro- 
lina provided  $127,800  for  the  budget 
and  $34,017  for  capital  purposes. 


In  addition  to  the  current  operations 
support  from  Foundation  and  Synod, 
this  total  category  (reported  at  $926,496) 
includes  $575,317  raised  by  the  Annual 
Giving  program  and  $165,637  in  unre- 
stricted gifts  to  the  development  office. 
Beginning  in  1986,  all  of  these  funds 
will  be  wrapped  into  a  single  larger 
Annual  Giving  package. 

Dr.  Kenneth  B.  Orr  (now  in  his 
seventh  year  as  president)  pointed  to 
the  sustained  support  of  thousands  of 
alumni  and  friends  as  a  major  factor  in 
helping  PC  achieve  national  rank.

Alumni  pace  Annual  Giving  to  $575,317  high 
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Paced  by  39  percent  alumni  participa 
tion,  the  Annual  Giving  program  raised 
a  record  $575,317  from  2,879  donors 
during  1985. 

This  amount  represents  a  14  percent 
hike  over  the  $504,293  achieved  the 
previous  year  in  a  program  that  shows 
a  five-fold  increase  over  the  20-year 
period  since  1966  (see  graph). 

PC  has  not  included  in  Annual  Giv- 
ing the  yearly  funds  received  through 
the  church,  the  S.  C.  Foundation  of  In- 
dependent  Colleges   and    other   unre- 


stricted sources — all  of  which  would  lift 
the  1985  grand  total  to  $926,496.  Start- 
ing this  year,  however,  our  Annual  Giv- 
ing will  incorporate  all  of  these  sources 
to  bring  PC's  program  in  line  with  the 
practice  of  most  other  colleges. 

In  the  meantime,  an  accounting  of 
the  $575,317  reported  for  1985  shows 
alumni  contributions  of  $369,520  from 
2,118  donors  produced  almost  two- 
thirds  of  the  Annual  Giving  total. 
These  gifts  by  former  students  were  up 
sharply  over  the  previous  year  (when  36 
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percent  participated),  and  the  alumni 
response  sparked  increases  on  the  part 
of  other  supporters,  too.  For  example, 
359  non-alumni  parents  gave  $76,435 
last  year  while  402  friends  added 
$129,362. 

PC  alumni  participation  over  the  years 
has  been  consistently  almost  twice  the 
national  average  for  all  colleges  and  has 
achieved  national  recognition. 

The  Annual  Giving  program  raises 
funds  primarily  for  such  current  opera- 
tions as  student  financial  aid,  faculty 
salaries  and  departmental  expenses. 
Sponsored  by  the  Presbyterian  College 
Alumni  Association,  the  1985  program 
was  headed  by  Alumni  President  Jack 
B.  Edmunds  '55  of  Hartwell,  Ga.,  and 
President-Elect  E.  G.  Lassiter  '69  of 
Atlanta. 

WJ  Scotsman  Club 

As  a  major  objective  of  the  total  pro- 
gram, the  Walter  Johnson  Scotsman 
Club  once  again  achieved  its  goal  by 
finishing  with  $175,  867. 

This  alumni  athletic  organization 
helps  to  underwrite  the  cost  of  grants  in 
the  limited  aid  program  PC  maintains 
for  its  men  and  women  student-athletes. 
During  the  last  five  years  of  its  most 
notable  success,  the  club  has  been 
under  the  leadership  of  Clinton  busi- 
nessman R.  Michael  Turner  '48. 


Spring  semester  rolls 
second  highest  at  901 

Presbyterian  posted  its  second-highest 
spring  semester  enrollment  when  901 
students  registered  for  the  next  lap  of 
the  1985-86  academic  year. 

This  total  has  been  exceeded  only 
once  before  at  mid-January  registration— 
in  1980  when  91 1  students  enrolled.  The 
1986  figure  compares  to  894  last  year 
and  is  5  percent  ahead  of  the  858  who 
signed  up  for  the  spring  term  in  1984. 

The  second-semester  student  body  is 
composed  of  512  men  and  389  women. 
Although  the  numbers  represent  a  de- 
cline from  the  931  who  began  PC's 
105th  year  last  September,  the  fall-off  is 
the  result  of  normal  attrition.  Some 
students  completed  their  college  work 
during  the  first  semester,  while  a  few 
others  left  for  other  reasons. 

The  second  semester  will  extend 
through  final  examinations  on  May  6, 
with  spring  holidays  scheduled  for 
March  8-16.  Commencement  exercises 
will  be  held  on  Sunday,  May  11. 

Trustees  study  budget 

Adoption  of  the  college  budget  for 
1986-87  will  head  agenda  items  when 
the  board  of  trustees  assembles  on 
campus  on  March  4  for  its  annual 
spring  meeting. 

The  board  will  discuss  reports  from 
President  Orr  and  other  administrative 
officers  in  making  decisions  pertinent 
to  the  operation  of  PC  during  the  com- 
ing year. 

Dr.  W.  Frank  Harrington,  senior 
minister  of  Atlanta's  Peachtree  Presby- 
terian Church,  serves  as  trustee  chair- 
man. Other  officers  are;  Vice-Chairman 
Wilson  C.  Wearn  of  Greenville,  board 
chairman  of  Multimedia,  Inc.;  and  Sec- 
retary Hugh  S.  Jacobs,  vice  president 
of  Clinton's  Jacobs  Press,  Inc. 

Alumni  Directory  due  in  May 

Telephone  contact  has  been  completed 
by  Harris  Publishing  Co.  toward  produc- 
tion of  PC's  second  Alumni  Directory.

Basketball  points  to  district  playoffs 


By  the  end  of  February,  the  die  will  be 
cast  to  pit  the  top  eight  District  6  teams 
against  each  other  in  the  title  playoffs 
of  the  NAIA's  most  competitive  bas- 
ketball league. 

The  Blue  Hose  men  seemed  a  good 
bet  at  mid-month  to  make  the  cut  on 
the  basis  of  an  8-2  district  record  in 
games  that  count  toward  the  playoff. 
That  record  was  solid  enough  for  third 
place  in  the  standings,  but  some  of  the 
toughest  games  remain.  They  hold  the 
key  to  an  opportunity  for  post-season 
honors. 

Coach  Greg  Blatt  has  seen  his  PC 
men  sweep  to  an  overall  19-5  record 
during  the  season  that  began  last  No- 
vember. They  combine  experience  with 
balance  and  depth— paced  by  two  of 
the  district's  finest  performers.  Senior 


co-captain  Danny  Howell  leads  in  scor- 
ing with  a  19  points-per-game  average, 
and  in  rebounds  with  7.6.  But  he  is  only 
a  shade  ahead  of  junior  Wiley  Adams' 
production  average  of  18  points  and  7 
rebounds. 

The  women,  meanwhile,  have  battled 
back  somewhat  from  their  pre-Christmas 
low.  While  out  of  the  playoff  possibili- 
ties, they  continue  to  give  Coach  Byron 
Rucker  their  best  efforts  and  currently 
stand  at  5-7  in  the  district  and  7-15 
overall. 

Senior  Martha  Williams  draws  the 
spotlight  as  leading  scorer  with  a  19.3 
average  and  top  rebounder  at  7.9.  And 
when  her  PC  career  closes  later  this 
month  after  four  years  of  play,  she  will 
leave  the  court  as  the  women's  all-time 
scoring  leader. 


Tennis  begins  season  with  young  teams 


Youth  and  inexperience  swing  many  of 
the  rackets  this  spring  for  the  men  and 
women  tennis  teams. 

Captain  Bill  Besley,  NAIA  Academic 
All-America  in  1985,  is  the  lone  senior 
on  the  men's  squad  dominated  by  six 
sophomores  and  three  freshmen.  He 
finished  last  season  with  an  even  15-15 
won-lost  mark  at  number  one  in  lead- 
ing the  Blue  Hose  through  a  19-12 
record  and  hopes  for  better  things 
ahead. 

Sophomores  Jeff  Hoffmann  and  Joe 
Huff  and  freshman  Shawn  Holland 
emerge  as  the  strongest  among  others 
in  the  singles  field.  And  Jeff  combines 
strokes  with  cousin  Rick  Hoffmann  to 
provide  the  front-running  doubles  team. 

Of  special  interest  to  PC  alumni,  two 
former  tennis  stars  have  sons  now  play- 
ing for  their  alma  mater.  They  are: 


sophomore  Rick  Hoffmann,  son  of 
Harry  Hoffmann  '60;  and  freshman  John 
Morris,  son  of  Allen  Morris  '56. 

Over  on  the  women's  court,  another 
lone  senior  in  the  person  of  Captain 
Lisa  Terry  heads  that  contingent.  The 
number  one  player  for  the  past  two  sea- 
sons and  currently  ranked  23  in  the 
NAIA,  she  has  a  35-26  singles  record  at 
PC. 

Junior  Lynn  Kaufman  and  sopho- 
more Stephanie  Cole  played  well  at  the 
number  two  and  three  slots  last  spring. 
They  add  stability  to  the  Lady  Blue 
Hose,  who  rank  11  in  the  NAIA  pre- 
season poll,  but  the  squad  has  untested 
performers  at  the  other  positions. 

Bobby  McKee  '80  begins  his  third 
season  as  coach  of  both  teams,  while 
Libby  Galloway  serves  as  assistant  coach 
with  special  responsibility  for  the  women. 


Applications  already  top  previous  record 


Listen  to  the  "beat"  of  1986  applicants! 

An  increasing  flow  of  applications 
over  the  last  four  months  shatters  all 
previous  records  and  has  paid  reserva- 
tions for  next  fall's  freshman  class  run- 
ning almost  50  percent  ahead  of  last 
year  at  this  date. 

By  mid-February,  PC  already  had 
passed  the  1,000  mark  in  freshman  ap- 
plications (first  time  in  history)  and 
moved  on  to  1,013.  Margaret  William- 
son, admissions  and  financial  aid  direc- 
tor, said  this  total  is  up  one-third  over 


last  February  (763)  and  converts  into 
the  paid  reservations  that  number  221 
(compared  to  149).  As  these  numbers 
increase  daily,  it  also  should  be  noted 
that  last  year  was  no  slouch  in  produc- 
ing PC's  third  largest  enrollment  of 
931. 

The  freshman  class  of  1985  came  in 
at  259,  but  more  than  that  number  can 
be  accommodated  next  fall,  William- 
son said.  Needless  to  say,  candidates 
should  get  their  paid  reservations  in  as 
soon  as  possible.

Summer  school  to  open 
first  term  on  June  9 

Forty-nine  courses  will  be  offered  in  18 
areas  of  study  during  the  two  terms  of 
PC's  1986  summer  school. 

The  dates  are:  first  term,  June  9 -July 
II;  and  second  term,  July  14- August  15. 

Three  education  workshops  highlight 
the  first  session  as  a  special  feature  for 
teachers,  who  also  are  eligible  for  one- 
half  tuition  grants.  These  popular  work- 
shops, offering  three  hours'  credit  for 
intensified  work  of  two  and  three-week 
duration,  cover  the  subjects  "Teaching 
of  Reading,"  "Middle  School  Organi- 
zation and  Curriculum"  and  "Reading 
in  the  Secondary  School." 

The  summer  program  of  regular  course- 
work  (carrying  a  maximum  seven  hours 
of  credit  each  term)  has  courses  in  biol- 
ogy, chemistry,  computer  science,  drama, 
economics  &  business  administration, 
education,  English,  history,  mathemat- 
ics, physical  education,  physics,  politi- 
cal science,  psychology,  religion,  soci- 
ology, special  education,  speech  and 
statistics. 

In  addition,  an  intensified  pre-term 
program  during  May  12-31  will  offer 
specially  designed  courses  in  biology, 
drama,  religion  and  Christian  educa- 
tion recreation. 

Jackson  makes  All-America

Emory's  Bill  Moncrief 

chosen  new  vice  president 

for  academic  affairs 


Presbyterian  College  has  named  as 
its  new  vice  president  for  aca- 
demic affairs  Dr.  J.  William 
Moncrief,  who  presently  serves  as  dean 
and  chief  executive  officer  of  Oxford 
College  of  Emory  University. 

PC  President  Kenneth  B.  Orr  an- 
nounced that  Dr.  Moncrief  will  begin 
his  duties  here  on  July  1  with  responsi- 
bilities that  include  being  dean  of  the 
faculty.  He  also  will  hold  the  rank  of 
professor  of  chemistry,  similar  to  his 
Emory  rank  for  the  past  ten  years.  He  is 
45,  a  Phi  Beta  Kappa  graduate  of 
Emory  University  with  PhD  earned  at 
Harvard  University. 

"Dr.  Moncrief  has  superb  academic 
credentials  and  administrative  experi- 
ence," President  Orr  said.  "He  is  an  ac- 
tive ruling  elder  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  (USA).  He  will  bring  to  this 
new  assignment  a  deep  commitment  to 
a  Christian,  values-centered  liberal  arts 
education.  He  is  a  'people  person'  who 
relates  easily  to  all  ages.  The  search 
committee  is  convinced  that  Bill  Mon- 
crief is  eminently  qualified  for  this  im- 
portant leadership  role  at  PC."  Dr. 
Orr  pointed  out  that  a  search  commit- 
tee composed  of  faculty  members,  ad- 
ministrators and  students  reviewed  130 
applications  before  agreeing  unanim- 
ously on  the  Moncrief  nomi- 
nation. The  board  of  trustees  voted 
approval. 

Dr.  Moncrief  fills  the  administrative 
position  vacated  last  August  by  Dr. 
Donald  A.  King,  who  returned  to  full- 
time  classroom  teaching  at  Georgia 
College.  In  the  interim,  PC's  academic 
leadership  has  been  handled  by  Dr. 
Kenneth  E.  Creel,  professor  of  educa- 
tion who  doubles  as  acting  academic 
dean  for  the  1985-86  session. 

"All  of  us  here  at  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege are  most  grateful  for  the  splendid 
work  of  Ken  Creel  in  adding  these  ad- 


ministrative responsibilities  to  his  teach- 
ing load,"  President  Orr  said.  "As  a 
result  of  his  ability  and  cooperative 
spirit,  we  have  had  a  smooth  continuity 
within  this  key  area  of  college  opera- 
tions." 

Bill  Moncrief  is  a  native  of  Bruns- 
wick, Ga.,  who  received  his  elementary 
and  secondary  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  Sylvania.  After  earning  his 
BS  degree  with  highest  honors  at  Emory 
University  in  1963,  he  studied  physical 
chemistry  at  Harvard  on  teaching  fel- 
lowships and  emerged  with  his  doctor- 
ate three  years  later. 

Besides  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  his  college 
honors  include  membership  in  Sigma 
Xi  and  Omicron  Delta  Kappa,  and 
designation    for    such    fellowships    as 

Moncrief: 

". . .  a  great  admirer  of  PC" 

Dr.  Bill  Moncrief  brings  to  the  cam- 
pus a  strong  assessment  of  PC  based 
on  personal  observations  from  his 
Emory  and  church  perspectives.  Upon 
accepting  the  nomination,  he  said: 

"I  have  become  familiar  with  Pres- 
byterian College  over  the  years  pri- 
marily through  academic,  church  and 
social  contacts  with  its  graduates 
and  have  been  a  great  admirer  of 
PC.  My  much  more  careful  exami- 
nation of  the  college  during  the  last 
several  months  has  provided  con- 
firmation that  the  many  good  things 
I  have  heard  about  PC  over  the 
years  are  indeed  true. 

"Presbyterian  College's  place  in 
the  future  of  quality  church-related 
liberal  arts  higher  education  is  as- 
sured. I  look  forward  to  using  my 
talents  and  experience  in  helping  PC 
become  an  even  finer  institution  in 
the  years  ahead."

Dr.  Moncrief  first  taught  for  two 
years  at  Amherst  College,  then  returned 
to  Emory  in  1968  as  an  assistant  profes- 
sor of  chemistry  to  begin  his  1 8  years  of 
association  with  this  major  university. 
Promotion  in  rank  brought  him  to  full 
professorship  in  1976,  simultaneously 
with  being  named  dean  and  division  ex- 
ecutive of  Oxford  College.  This  division — 
located  on  Emory's  original  campus  in 
Oxford,  Ga.,  and  approaching  its  150th 
anniversary — is  an  integral  part  of 
greater  Emory  University.  Its  selective 
two-year  liberal  arts  program  for  550 
students  offers  automatic  continuation 
to  Emory  in  Atlanta. 

And  Oxford's  general  atmosphere  of 
academic  emphasis  in  a  small-town  en- 
vironment is  not  unlike  that  of  PC, 
Moncrief  has  observed.  He  was  pro- 
moted to  dean  and  chief  executive  of- 
ficer there  last  October. 

In  addition  to  teaching  and  adminis- 
trative duties.  Dr.  Moncrief  has  pursued 
considerable  sponsored  research  result- 
ing in  23  published  articles  and  one 
textbook. 

He  has  been  a  leader  in  faculty  activi- 
ties at  Emory  and  in  the  Association  of 
Private  Colleges  and  Universities  of 
Georgia  (currently  vice  president).  His 
participation  in  community  affairs  in- 
cludes Boy  Scout  work  as  well  as  the 
1986  presidency  of  the  Newton  County 
Chamber  of  Commerce.  Among  his 
services  as  an  elder  of  the  Covington 
(Ga.)  Presbyterian  Church,  he  was 
selected  a  commissioner  representing 
Atlanta  Presbytery  at  the  1984  Presby- 
terian Church  (USA)  General  Assembly. 

Bill  Moncrief  and  wife  Barbara  have 
three  children.  Their  son  is  presently 
enrolled  at  Georgia  Tech,  and  two 
daughters  are  of  high  school  age. 
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
